aims of the Associated 
Teachers* Union, local 71 of the 
American Federation of Teachers,

The Teachers* Feder­ 
ation is affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. 
Professor Herman Defrem. of Co­ 
lumbia University, who is president 
of the Associated Teachers* Union,

labor movement merely for what 
they can get out of it themselves. 
Instead, they plan to help their 
associates in the Federation of La­ 
bor along the path of knowledge. 
They hope, by opening special 
courses for labor leaders in econ­ 
omics. management and production 
problems and kindred subjects, to 
develop a new type of leader who 
will co-operate in managing indus­ 
tries instead of spending his time. 
as Professor Defrem says, "bicker­

year to year, dependent upon the

ficials, but would also be based 
upon the ballot, the term of the 
teacher continuing as long as his 
colleagues considered him efficient.

400,000 coal diggers walked away from the pits and pro­ 
claimed a strike, the operators declared their willingness to 
do anything in the world that is fair. 
When cold and famine stalked hand in hand throughout 
the nation and millions of people were suffering with cold, 
1 operators declared themselves ready to accept any com- 
. 
miise or take any step that would insure production. 
Arbitration was first demanded by the mine operators of 
America. 
They pleaded with the strikers to arbitrate. 
They 
appealed to the government to force arbitration. 
When a compromise plan was submitted by President Wil­ 
son the operators made no protest. 
By their silence they led 
the nation to believe that the president’s plan was acceptable 
to them. 
The public believed it was acceptable to the opera­ 
tors, because the plan was exactly what the operators had 
asked for and because the operators maintained silence when 
the plan was put into effect. 
The operators made no protest until the plan had been 
adopted. They made no protest until the miners had accepted 
the agreement and had returned to work in the mines. 
Then 
when the miners had resumed their labors and coal began 
to pour again from the mouth of the mines, the operators 
raised the cry of no agreement and claimed that they had been 
double-crossed. 
The public has no interest in the issue of veracity between 
the attorney general and the operators. 
Either or both may 
be plain liars so far as the public knows or cares. 
But the 
public wants coal. 
It insists on having coal. 
9 
When the miners were recalcitrant and indifferent to a 
nation’s need, the public denounced the miners and demanded 
that they go back to work. 
In that crisis the public’s sym­ 
pathy was with the operators. At least they had neither sym­ 
pathy nor patience with the strikers. 
But the public stands ready to denounce the operators to­ 
day with the same vehemence employed in denouncing the 
miners. 
The public was not opposed to the miners— it only 
wanted coal and demanded that the miners go to work. 
It 
took sides with the operators only because the operators 
seemed to be willing to do the fair thing. 
That same public 
for the same reason will turn against the operators unless 
those operators keep faith with the public and show’ a dis­ 
position to play the game square. 
The public is taking sides with neither party. 
It is taking 
up its own cudgel and fighting its own battle. 
It is against 
either party or both parties, if either or both fail to keep the 
faith. 
The public wants coal. 
It is dog tired of the selfish 
policy of petted interests and special interests. 
It wants this 
question settled and settled right. 
In the meantime it wants 
coal and it will not hesitate to swat any party or any organ­ 
ization that hinders production. 
The public believes that the operators have double-crossed 
the public. It demands that the operators come clean.

Michigan ie “dry” by constitutional 
amendment, the recent decision of 
the United States supreme court up­ 
holding the war time prohibition act 
brought gloom to many who have 
been obtaining the forbidden fluid 
in various surreptitious ways. 
For more than a year after Mich­ 
igan joined the prohibition states 
it had been possible to secure bond­ 
ed whiskey at $6 and $8 a quart. 
Hundreds of thousands of gallons 
of liquor have been smuggled into 
the state over the Ohio-Michigan 
line and an enormous quantity was 
brought in openly during one week 
when the search and seizure section 
of the Michigan prohibition law was 
rendered 
temporarily impotent by 
the state supreme court. 
State and federal authorities, how­ 
ever, checked the deluge by court 
action and the “unofficial” market 
which had shown signs of demoral­ 
ization quickly stabilized itself and 
prices went up a dollar or two a 
quart.
